more, which makes up juft 500. |. 

Note, that all chis that is P/an- 
ted, is done in 15. months, and the 
Cocao bears not compleatly until 
the fixth year from the. firft be- 
gining, or comming; fo that you 
will have four years and nine 
months at liberty with your Ser- 
vants, either to encreafe the Cé- 
cso Walk, building of conveni- 
ent
